H o r n e d to thrall*. 


W a s h in g to n , Nov. 7.—An explsion 
and fire wrecked the supreme court 
room and the rooms immediately ad­ 
joining it on the main door of the capi­ 
tol and the damage was enormous. The 
entire central eastern part of the great 
marble pile from the ilium floor to the 
subterranean basement practically is a 
mass of ruins. 
The force of the explo­ 
sion was ho heavy that the coping stones 
on the outer wails, just east of the 
point whore the explosion occurred, 
were bulged out nearly two inches; 
windows in ail that part of the build­ 
ing were blown out und locked doors 
were forced from their hinges quite 160 
feet from the scene of it. 
Fire followed the explosion so quickly 
as to seem practically simultaneous 
with it. 
The explosion shook the im­ 
mense structure to its foundations and 
was heard several squares from the 
capitol. 
It occurred in a small room 
tigntly enolosi d by heavy stoue walls 
iii the subterranean basement imme­ 
diately below the main entrance to the 
old capitol building. 
In this room was 
a 500 light gas meter, which was fed by 
a four inch tuaiu. 
Very little gas is 
used in that part of tho building, but 
at the time of the explosion the gas had 
not been turned off at the meter. The 
meter itself was wrecked and the gas 
pouring from the main caught fire. The 
flames, originating from the explosion, 
darted up the shaft of the elevator, 
which had been completely destroyed 
by the force of the explosion and com­ 
municated with the record room of the 
supreme court, the office of the marshal 
of the court and the supreme court 
library. 
Before the flames could be 
subdued the priceless documents in the 
reoord room had been almost totally de­ 
stroyed and serious damage had been 
done in the marshal’s office and some 
minor rooms in the immediate vicinity. 
The library of the -rn pre me court, 
located immediately beneath the su­ 
preme courtroom was badly damaged 
by lire, smoke and water. Librarian 
Clarke, after a cursory examination 
necessarily made by the light of lan­ 
terns, expressed the opinion that many 
of the books could be saved, although 
they had been drenched bv water j 
Justice Harlan said that while the loss 
of the records was irreparable, it was 
fortunate that the lab r records of the 
court, which are kept iu the office of the 
clerk on the main flour, were not in­ 
jured. 
As documents for reference at 
this time and later 
Justice Harlan 
thought these were of far greater value 
than the records destroyed. 
Fortu­ 
nately the clerk’s office was not in the 
least damaged by tire, and the explosion 
did no damage in it except to blow oat 
one window. 
Air. James McKenny, clerk of the su­ 
preme court, expressed the hope, after 
making an examination of the old record 
room, that some at least of the docu­ 
ments, priceless from the view point of 
the historian, could be saved. 
While many theories are offered as to 
the cause of the explosion, it seems be­ 
yond doubt to have been due to es­ 
caping gas. 
Only a few persons, principally offi­ 
cers of the capitol police, were in tile 
b u ild in g at th e tim e, but several of 
m eta h ad n arro w escapes. 
B efore the 
lire d e p a rtm e n t, which responded to an 
a la rm sent in by a policeman three 
squares irom the capitol, had arrived, 
(J. P. G liem , chief electrician of the 
capitol, aud ll. W\ Taylor, chief en 
giueer of the house side, had a stream 
playing into the supreme court record 
room, which by that time was a roaring 
furnace. 
Within a few minutes after 
the arrival of the fire department the 
flames were under control, although as 
a precautionary measure streams were 
poured into the marshal’s office, the 
library and the subterranean basement 
for about two hours. 
In the opinion of capitol officials and 
mechanics, who examined the structure, 
the loss will reach probably $200,090 to 
the building. The loss on the library 
and records can be scarcely estimated 
in dollars and cents. 
A million dollars 
could not replace them.

W a s h in g t o n , Nov. 7 .—An explsion 
and fire wrecked the supreme court 
room and the rooms immediately ad­ 
joining it on the m ain floor of the capi­ 
tol and the damage was enormous. The 
entire central eastern part of the great 
marble pile from the main floor to the 
subterranean basem ent practically is a 
mass of ruins. 
The force of the explo­ 
sion was so heavy that the coping stones 
on the outer wails, just east of the 
point where the explosion occurred, 
were bulged out nearly two inches; 
windows iii ail that part of the build­ 
ing were blown out and locked doors 
were forced from their hinges quite lf>0 
feet from flu scene of it. 
Pii** f o llo w e d the explosion so quickly 
as to seem practically simultaneous 
with it. 
The explosion shook the im­ 
mense structure to its foundations and 
was heard several squares from the 
capitol. 
It o c u rre d iu a small room 
tigtitly enclosed by heavy stoue walls 
iii (he subterranean basement imme­ 
diately below the main entrance to the 
old capitol building. 
In this room was 
a abb light gas meter, which was fed by 
a four inch main. 
Very little gas is 
used in that part of the building, but 
at tile time of the explosion the gas had 
not been turned off at the meter. The 
meter itself was wrecked and the gas 
pouring from the main caught fire. The 
flames, originating from the explosion, 
darted ap the shaft of the elevator, 
which had been completely destroyed 
by the force of the explosion and com­ 
municated with the record room of the 
supreme court, the office of the marshal 
of the coart and the supreme court 
library. 
Before the flames could be 
subdued the priceless documents in the 
record room had been almost totally de­ 
stroyed and serious damage had been 
done in the marshal’s office and some 
minor rooms in the immediate vicinity. 
The library of the supreme coart, 
located immediately beneath the su­ 
preme courtroom was badly damaged 
by lire, smoke and water. 
Librarian 
Clarke, after a cursory examination 
necessarily made by Me light of lan­ 
terns, expressed the opinion that many 
of the books could be saved, although 
they had been drenched bv water j 
Justice Harlan said that while the loss 
of the records was irreparable, it was 
fortunate that the lat* r records of the 
court, which are keptiu Me office of the 
clerk on the maiu floor, were not in­ 
jured. 
As documents for reference at 
this time and later 
Justice Harlan 
thought those were of far greater value 
thau the records destroyed. 
Fortu­ 
nately the clerk’s office was not in the 
least damaged by fire, and the explosion 
did no damage in it except ro blow out 
one window. 
Mr. James McKenny, clerk of the su­ 
preme court, expressed the hope, after 
uiakiug un examination of the old record 
room, that some at least of the docu­ 
ments, priceless from the view poiut of 
Me historian, could be saved. 
While many theories are offered as to 
the cause of the explosion, it seems be­ 
goud doubt to have been due to es­ 
caping gas. 
Only a few persons, principally offi­ 
cers of the capitol police, wen* in the 
building at the time, but several of 
M ein had narrow escapes. 
Before the 
lire departm ent, which responded to an 
alarm seat in by a policeman three 
squares from the capitol, had arrived, 
(J. P. Gliem, chief electrician of the 
capitol, and U. W. Taylor, chief en­ 
gineer of the house side, had a stream 
playing into the supreme court record 
room, whicli by that tim e was a roaring 
furnace. 
W ithin a few m inutes after 
the arrival of the fire departm ent the 
flames were under control, although as 
a precautionary measure streams were 
poured into the m arshal’s office, the 
library and the subterranean basement 
for about two hours. 
In the opinion of capitol officials and 
mechanics, who examined the structure, 
the loss will reach probably $200,090 to 
the building. 
The loss on the library 
and records can be scarcely estimated 
in dollars and cents. 
A million dollars 
could not replace them.

G ivin g C lea rly th e M ortality S tatistic* of 
th e Spanish W a r. 
No greater rebuke has been admin­ 
istered to the yellow journals and par­ 
tisan politicians posing as critics of 
the conduct of the late war than is 
contained in the mortality statistics 
furnished by H. Clay Evans, commis­ 
sioner of pensions.

In the north of Loudon there is a lit­ 
tle plot of ground where old clothes are 
buried and afterw ard exhumed for a 
curious purpose. It is a fiat, barren and 
destitute piece of ground and presents a 
very melancholy spectacle. L ittle wood­ 
en stumps, bearing numbers, mark the 
graves. 
There is a paper m ill near by, which 
finds it rather difficult to get suitable 
m aterial tor the m anufacture of a special 
paper. 
The ordinary old rags are no good. 
The rags themselves have to be m anu­ 
factured. 
Old coats, old trousers and 
old dresses ure covered w ith wet soil, 
and utter a few weeks’ rotting are ex­ 
humed. 
A corner is set aside for old linen 
goods. The linen is placed in layers in 
a box, w ith soft rich soil between each 
layer, and then buried. 
Lim ewater is then sprinkled 
over 
the grave, aud after a fortnight’s rot­ 
ting the linen is reduced to a mere 
skeleton, which is taken ont of the box, 
laid fiat in a warm blanket and rush­ 
ed off to the paper mill. 
Though it is only the size of a foot­ 
ball ground, it contains 2,000 graves, 
which are marked by 2,000 wooden 
stumps, each bearing a num ber

A C e m e t e r y 
F o r O ld C lo t h e s . 
In the north of Loudon there is a lit­ 
tle plot of ground where old clothes are 
buried aud afterward exhumed for a 
curious purpose. It is a fiat, barren and 
destitute piece of ground and presents a 
verv melancholy spectacle. Little wood­ 
en stumps, bearing numbers, mark the 
graves. 
There is a paper mill near by, which 
finds it rather difficult to get suitable 
material tor the manufacture of a special 
paper. 
The ordinary old rags are no good. 
The rags themselves have to be manu­ 
factured. Old coats, old trousers and 
old dresses ure covered with wet soil, 
and ufter a few weeks’ rottiug are ex­ 
humed. 
A corner is set aside for old linen 
goods. The linen is placed in layers iii 
a box, with soft ri'-li soil between each 
layer, and then buried. 
Limewater is then sprinkled over 
the grave, aud after a fortnight’s rot­ 
ting the linen is reduced to a mere 
skeleton, which is taken out of the box, 
laid fiat in a warm blanket and rush­ 
ed otf to tho paper mill. 
Though it is (july the size of a foot­ 
ball ground, it contains 2,000 graves, 
which are marked by 2,000 wooden , 
stumps, each bearing a number

There are more odd occupations in 
this great city than one can shake a 
Brick at. 
Possibly many of them are 
followed by a few honest folk elsewhere, 
bot here they call for small armies of 
toilers, who, in most cases, flock by 
themselves. The “ egg candler" is now 
to the fore, through tile medium of an 
alliance with a socialistic labor organi* 
zation. 
He believes that his condition 
in life will be bettered if he enrolls 
himself in the ranks of organized labor. 
It ought to be. Egg candling is a dis­ 
tinct aud peculiar trade, that of sorting 
eggs into different grades. This is done 
by bolding ap the egg in front of a can­ 
dle and immediately determining its 
quality 
To become a good egg candler 
a man mast have a quick, good eye and 
be very deft with bis hands, for he bas 
to handle many hundreds of eggs to 
earn a pittance, and be must be careful 
not to break them. Most of these men 
work in the big markets. The egg can­ 
dlers say that formerly they were able 
to make from 118 to $25 a week, ac­ 
cording to the quickness of the candler. 
That was when there existed a strong 
English speaking egg candlers' anion, 
but tho arrival of many foreign candlers 
brought about a keen competition, and 
now the east Biders say they are not 
able to earn more than from $5 to $6 a 
week. Small wonder they want to com­ 
bine. 
lint a starvation wage is not half the 
egg candler’s tale of woe. They have to 
work in dark cellars whose walls are 
painted black, and even the keyholes of 
the doors are stuffed up 
A candle is 
placed in an aperture in a partition and 
egg after egg bas to be held up before 
the caudle. 
The candler must tell at a 
glance whether the egg is fancy, choice, 
good, fair, ordinary or pour, and each 
quality goes into a separate basket. Of 
course, when the eggs go to the stores 
the poor eg us are not marked “ poor," 
but simply "eggs," and many of these 
go to some of the large, cheap dairies 
down town, where they fry them for 
customers. 
Well, down in those holes 
the men have to work 12 to 16 and I? 
hours a day, in a stifling and generally 
ill smelling atmosphere. The only air 
that the candler breathes comes through 
the chinks under the doors, and when 
a few overripe eggs break the place be­ 
comes unbearable. Even health board 
officers bate to visit these boles.—New 
York dor. Pittsburg Dispatch.

An instrument for massaging the eye 
has been invented by a Frenchman 
named Dion and is said to have pro­ 
duced wonderful results. It is particu­ 
larly valuable in treating myopia, or 
short sight, a disease for which no rem­ 
edy had been found hitherto, except the 
wearing of glasses. 
The instrument 
consists principally of two tabes, which 
can be fixed at varions distances from 
one another, according to the position 
of the patient’s eyes. These tabes have 
at the end two polished glasses, which 
are pressed on the eyelids when the 
operator tonobes a button which con­ 
trols the two tnbes. He oan keep exact 
account of the pressure exercised by 
means of a dynamometer placed above 
the batton. 
The instrument is very simple. It is 
adjusted to the eye on the closed eye­ 
lids at the exact point where the mas­ 
sage ie required. This is a matter to be 
determined by the oculist. The pressure 
eau be calculated to a gram. The 
patient never suffers any pain. 
At the 
end of a few minutes, eight or ten ordi­ 
narily, he feels a slight fatigue. The 
massaging is immediately stopped. This 
instrument is above all applicable to 
myopia, which is the most general of 
all affections of the eye. Iii this disease 
the eye is deformed in such a manner 
that the rays coming from objects, after 
having passed through the cornea and 
the crystalline lens, form their image 
too far in front (if the retina and do not 
influence the optic nerve sufficiently to 
produce a clear impression. Tho mas­ 
saging instrument causes the hardening 
of tho eye to disappear and gradually 
restores it to its normal form. The 
pressure exercised by the apparatns 
briugs the crystalline lens nearer to the 
retina, and thns lessens the effect of 
refraotion.—New York Journal.

A candle is 
placed m an aperture in a partition and 
egg after egg has to be bi bl up before 
the candle. 
The candler must tell at a 
glance whether tho egg is fancy, choice, 
good, fair, ordinary or poor, and each 
qnality goos into a separate basket. 
Of 
course, when the eggs go to the stores 
the poor eggs are not marked "poor," 
but simply “ eggs,” and many of these 
go to some of the large, cheap dairies 
down town, where they fry them for 
customers. 
W ell, down in those holes 
the men have to work 12 to 16 and I? 
hours a day, in a stifling and generally 
ill sm elling atmosphere.

It is particu­ 
larly valuable in treating myopia, or 
short sight, a disease for which no rem ­ 
edy had been fonnd hitherto, except the 
wearing of glasses. 
The instrum ent 
consists principally of two tnbee, which 
can be fixed at varions distances from 
one another, according to the position 
of the patient’s eyes. These tabes have 
at the end two polished glasses, which 
are pressed on the eyelids when the 
operator touches a batton which con­ 
trols the tw o tubes. 
He oan keep exact 
account of the pressure exercised by 
means of a dynamometer placed above 
the button. 
The instrument is very simple. It is 
adjusted to the eye on the closed eye­ 
lids at the exact point where the mas­ 
sage is required. This is a matter to be 
determined by the oculist. The pressure 
eau 
be calculated to a gram. 
The 
patient never suffers any pain. 
At the 
end of a few minutes, eight or ten ordi­ 
narily, he feels a slight fatigue. 
The 
massaging is immediately stopped. This 
instrument is above all applicable to 
myopia, which is the most general of 
all affectious of the eye. In this disease 
tho eye is deformed in such a manner 
that tile rays coming from objects, after 
having passed through the cornea and 
the crystalline b us, form their image 
too far in front of the retina and do not 
influence the optic nerve sufficiently to 
produce a clear impression. 
Tho mas­ 
saging instrument causes the hardening 
of tho eye to disappear and gradually 
restores it to its normal form.

Un the day that the supreme court 
banded down its decision in the Trans* 
missouri case one of the counsel who 
prepared the joint 
traffic agreement 
said, “ Unless the court reverses itself 
that breaks the traffic agreement.” In 
this opinion he was not sustained by 
other of the counsel who prepared the 
agreement, although the value of bis 
opinion was regarded as very great, 
since be had perhaps done the larger 
part of the work which the establish­ 
ment of the association involved, at least 
so far as its agreement or the basis of 
its existence is concerned. 
Mr. 
Depew, while admitting the 
gravity of the situation, nevertheless 
was inclined to think that the supreme 
court would declare that an association 
which was formed not to make rates so 
much as to equalize them, aud one, 
moreover, which did not of itself formal­ 
ly declare the rates, but only recom­ 
mended the adoption of them by each of 
the members of the trunk lines compos­ 
ing the association—the supreme court 
would declare that such an association 
was not maintained in violation of the 
federal laws. 
Other railway managers were per­ 
suaded that the supreme court, perceiv­ 
ing the demoializiug effect of its Trans- 
mi ssouri decision and that the disrup­ 
tion of the Joint Traffic association 
would necessarily result in ruinous com­ 
petition, would find a way to recognize 
the legality of the joint traffic agree­ 
ment. 
But the veteran counsel who 
drew the greater part of the agreement 
shook bis bead. The enpreme court, he 
maintained, could not decide iii favor of 
the Joint Traffic association’s agree­ 
ment without reversing itself, but as 
three members of the supreme court 
bench dissented from that opinion there 
seemed to be some reason for hoping 
that the earlier opinion would be re­ 
versed or that there might be an equal­ 
ly divided court. 
The best informed of railway mana­ 
gers in New York speak with much ap­ 
prehension of the effect of this agree­ 
ment, and it is something of a commen­ 
tary on the extent to which rivalries 
have gone and the danger which intense 
competition may bring to properties af­ 
fected by it that not one of the railway 
men with whom it was possible to talk 
the other morning expressed any other 
opinion tbau that this decision leaves 
the railways open to one of two alter­ 
natives. They must either persuade con­ 
gress to change the law so that they 
may do legally what they are now for­ 
bidden by the law from doing, or else 
they must sooner or later lapse into that 
bitter 
warfare, wasteful, costly and 
painful to stockholders in which they 
engaged before these various agreements 
were made. 
One of the astntest of these men is in­ 
clined to the opinion that the supreme 
court must have known that the rigid 
enforcement of the law which their 
opinion sustained will, while it permits 
—in fact, makes 
inevitable—intense 
competition, it nevertheless will in an­ 
other way fortify those who are endeav 
oriug to create monopolies. 
For in­ 
stance, one of the ablest of managers 
said that it would enable a larger ship­ 
per from Chicago to the east to seonre 
favored rates whereby he would be able 
to command the market for his product 
It would make it possible for those who 
have large capital and who ship great 
quantities of goods to repeat the moth 
ode by which the Standard Oil company 
first gained the supreme control of the 
oil refining and distributing business. 
in the interest of railway competition 
a law, it is said, has been passed which j 
inevitably makes the railways tho chief j 
factors in building up individual or ( 
corporate monopolies. 
All this was ex- i 
plained at the time of the Transmis- 
souri decision, and it was then felt by 
railway men that the sole hope for an 
equal distribution of profitable business 
lay in the recognition by the supreme 
court of the validity of the Joint Traffic 
association’s agreement. Unfortunately 
for the view taken by the railway man­ 
agers, they have themselves been violat­ 
ing the agreement which they made up­ 
on houor and boud. 
A veteran railway 
manager said recently that the supreme 
court was not to be condemned for de­ 
claring invalid an agreement which the 
railways themselves have been, in secret 
violating ever since it was made. They 
have out rates; they have diverted traf 
fie from its natural course; they have 
given special opportunities to favorite 
shippers; they have in secret done the 
very thing which the supreme court de 
cision asserts should be done, for they 
have been competing with one another, 
chiefly for business from Chicago aud 
the lakes to Boston. New York. Phila­ 
delphia aud Baltimore. 
Perhaps some of those who are mem­ 
bered the Joint Traffic association w ill 
not grieve in sincerity as much as they 
profess to grieve in public over this de­ 
cision. The association has been a most 
expensive incident iii the management 
of the trank lines. 
It has cost nearly 
$400,000 a year to maintain this associ­ 
ation. The railroads are taxed for a lit­ 
tle over $1,000 a day to keep the associ­ 
ation in axiatauce, aud not withstanding

On the day that th* supreme court 
banded down us decision iii the Trans- 
mi ss* tori case on** of the counsel who 
prepared 
the joint traffic agreement 
said, “ Unless the court reverses itself 
that break* the traffic agreem ent.” 
In 
this opinion he was lint sustained by 
other of the counsel who prepared the 
agreement, although the value of his 
opinion was regarded as very great, 
since be had perhaps done the larger 
part of the work which the establish­ 
ment of the association involved, at least 
so far as its agreement or the basis of 
its existence is concerned. 
Mr. 
Depew, while 
adm itting the 
gravity of the situation, nevertheless 
was inclined to think that the supreme 
court would declare th at an association 
which was formed not to make rates so 
m ach as to equalize them, and one, 
moreover, which did not of itself form al­ 
ly declare the rates, but only recom­ 
mended the adoption of them by each of 
the members of the trunk lines compris­ 
ing the association— tile supreme court 
would declare that such an association 
was not m aintained in violation of the 
federal laws. 
Other railway managers were per­ 
suaded th at the supreme court, perceiv­ 
ing the dem oializiug effect of its Trans- 
m issouri decision and th at the disrup­ 
tion of the Joint Traffic 
association 
would necessarily result in ruinous com­ 
petition, would find a way to recognize 
the legality of the joint traffic agree­ 
ment. 
Bnf the veteran counsel who 
drew the greater part of tho agreement 
shook bis head. 
The supreme court, be 
m aintained, could not decide in favor of 
the Jo in t Traffic association’s agree­ 
ment w ithout reversing itself, bat as 
three members of the supreme court 
bench dissented from th at opinion there 
seemed to be some xeason for hoping 
that the earlier opinion would be ie- 
versed or th at there m ight be an equal­ 
ly divided coart. 
The best informed of railw ay m ana­ 
gers in New York speak w ith m uch ap­ 
prehension of the effect of this agree­ 
ment, and it is something of a commen­ 
tary on the extent to which rivalries 
have gone and the danger which intense 
competition may bring to properties af­ 
fected by it that not one of the railw ay 
men with whom it was possible to talk 
the other morning expressed any other 
opinion tbau that this decision leaves 
the railways open to one of two alter­ 
natives. They m ust either persuade con­ 
gress to change the law so th at they 
may do legally w hat they are now for­ 
bidden by the law from doing, or else 
they m ost sooner or later lapse into that 
bitter 
warfare, wasteful, costly and 
painful to stockholders in which they 
engaged before these various agreements 
were made. 
One of the astntest of these men is in ­ 
clined to the opinion th at the supreme 
court m ust have kuown that the rigid 
enforcement of the law which their 
opinion sustained will, while it perm its 
—in fact, makes 
inevitable— intense 
competition, it nevertheless w ill in an­ 
other way fortify those who are endeav­ 
oring to create monopolies. 
For in­ 
stance, one of the ablest of managers 
said th at it woald enable a larger ship­ 
per from Chicago to the east to secure 
favored rates whereby he w oald be able 
to command the m arket for his product. 
It would make it possible for those who 
have large capital and who ship great 
quantities of goods to repeat the m eth­ 
ods by which the Standard Oil company 
first gained the supreme control of the 
oil refining and distributing business. 
In the interest of railw ay competition 
a law, it is said, has been passed which 
inevitably makes the railw ays tho chief 
factors iii building up individual or 
corporate monopolies. 
All this was ex­ 
plained at the time of the Transmis- 
souri decision, and it was then felt by 
railw ay men that the sole hope for an 
equal distribution of profitable business 
lay in the recognition by the supreme 
court of the validity of the Joint Traffic 
association’s agreement. U nfortnuately 
for the view taken by the railw ay m an­ 
agers, they have themselves been violat­ 
ing the agreem ent which they made up­ 
on houor and bond. 
A veteran railway 
manager said recently that the supreme 
court was not to be condemned for de­ 
claring invalid an agreement w hich the 
railw ays themselves have been, in secret 
violating ever since it was made. They 
have out rates; they have diverted traf 
tic from its natural course; they have 
given special opportunities to favorite 
shippers; they have in secret done the 
very thing which the supreme court de­ 
cision asserts should lie done, for they 
have been competing with one another, 
chiefly for business from Chicago aud 
the lakes to Boston, New York, Phila­ 
delphia aud Baltimore. 
Perhaps some of those who are mem­ 
bers of the Joint Traffic association will 
not grieve iii sincerity as much as they 
profess to grieve in public over tiiis de­ 
cision. The association has been a most 
expensive incident iii tin* management 
♦if the trunk lines. 
It has cost nearly 
$400,000 a year to m aintain this associ­ 
ation The railroads are taxed for a lit­ 
tle over $1,000 a day to keep the associ­ 
ation in existence, aud not withstanding

W ashington, Nov. 7.—An expiation 
and fire wrecked the supreme court 
room and the rooms immediately ad­ 
joining it on the main floor of the capi­ 
tol and the damage was enormous. The 
entire central eastern part of the great 
marble pile from the main floor to the 
subterranean basement practically is a 
mass of ruins. 
The force of the explo­ 
sion was so heavy that the coping stones 
on the outer wails, just east of the 
point where tile explosion occurred, 
were bulged out nearly two inches; 
windows in ail that part of tho build­ 
ing were blown out and locked doors 
wore forced from their hinges quite 160 
feet from the scene of it.. 
Fire followed the explosion so quickly 
tis to seem practically simultaneous 
with it. 
The explosion shook the im­ 
mense structure to its foundations aud 
was heard several squares from the 
capitol, 
it occurred rn a small room 
tigntly enclosed by heavy sumo walls 
in the subterranean basement uume- 
There will ne' la te ly below the main entrance to the 
old capitol building, 
iu tins room was 
a 6P0 light gas meter, which was fed by 
a four inch main. 
Very little gas is 
used in that part of the building, but 
at Hie time of the explosion the gas had 
not been turned off at the meter. The 
meter itself was wrecked and the gas 
pouring from the main caught fire. The 
ti amos, originating from the explosion, 
darted ap the shaft of the elevator, 
winch had been completely destroyed 
by the force of the explosion and com 
mumcated with the record room of the 
supreme court, the office of the marshal 
of the oouri and the supreme court 
library. 
Before the flumes could be 
subdued the priceless documents in the 
record room had been almost- totally de­ 
stroyed aud serious damage had beeu 
doue in the marshal’s office and some 
minor rooms in the immediate vicinity. 
The library of the supreme court, 
located immediately beneath the su­ 
preme courtroom was badly damaged 
by lire, smoke and water. 
Librarian 
Clarke, after u cursory examination 
necessarily made by tile light of lan­ 
terns, expressed the opinion that many 
ol the books could tie saved, although 
they had been drenched bv water 
Justice Harlan said that while the loss 
of the records was irreparable, it was 
fortunate that the hit* r records of the 
court, which are kept m ine office of the 
clerk ou the main flour, were not in­ 
jured. 
As documents for reference at 
this time and later 
Justice Harlan 
thought those were of far greater value 
than the records destroyed. 
Fortu­ 
nately Hie clerk’s office was not in the 
least damaged by tire, and the explosion 
did no damage in it except to blow out 
one window. 
Air. Jumes McKee ny, clerk of the su­ 
preme ooart, expressed the hope, after 
making an examination of the old record 
room, that some at least of the docu­ 
ments, priceless from the view point of 
the historian, could be saved. 
While many theories are offered as to 
tile cause of the explosion, it seems be- 
yond doubt to have been due to es­ 
caping gas. 
Only a few persons, princi|)ally offi­ 
cers of tin* capitol [.oboe, were in til© 
building at the time, hut several of 
tiiem had narrow escapes. 
Before the 
lire, department, winch res|>ond©d to an 
alarm sent in by a policeman three 
squares trom the capitol, had urnved, j ban army 
U. P. GUem, chief sleotrioiau of the ; 
capitol, and IL vV. Taylor, chief en­ 
gineer of the bouse side, had a stream 
playing into the supreme court record 
room, which by that tune was a roaring 
furnace. 
Within a few minutes after 
the arrival of the fire department the 
flames were under control, although as 
a precautionary measure streams were 
poured into the marshal’s office, the 
library aud the subterranean basement 
for about two hours. 
In the opinion of capitol officials aud 
mechanics, who examined the structure, 
the loss will reach probably $200,(DO to 
the building. 
The loss ou the library 
and records can be scarcely estimated 
iu dollars aud oeuts. 
A million dollars 
could not replace them.

In the north of London there is a lit­ 
tle plot of ground where old clothes ure 
buried aud afterward exhumed for a 
curious purpose. It is a flat, barren and 
destitute piece of ground and presents a 
verv melancholy spectacle. Little wood­ 
en stumps, bearing numbers, mark the 
graves. 
There is a paper mill near by, which 
finds it rather difficult to get suitable 
material for the manufacture of a special 
paper. 
The ordinary old rags are no good. 
The rags themselves have to lie manu­ 
factured. Old coats, old trousers and 
old dresses are covered with wet soil, 
aud after a few wrecks’ rotting are ex­ 
humed. 
A corner is sci aside for old linen 
goods. The linen is placed in layers in 
a box, with soft rich soil between each 
layer, and then buried. 
Limewater is then sprinkled over 
the grave, aud after a fortnight’s rot­ 
ting the linen is reduced to a mere 
skeleton, which is tukeu out of the box, 
laid fiat in a warm blanket and rush­ 
ed off to the {japer mill. 
Though it is only the size of a foot­ 
ball ground, it contains 2,000 graves, 
which are marked by 2,000 wooden

There are more odd occupations in 
this great city than one can shake a

Possibly m any of them are 
followed by a few honest folk elsewhere, 
but her© they call for small arm ies of 
toilers, who, in most cases, flock by 
themselves. 
The “ egg candler” is now 
to the fore, through the m edium of an 
alliance w ith a socialistic labor organi 
/a ti on 
He believes that his condition 
iii life will be bettered if he enrolls 
him self in the ranks of organized labor 
It ought to be. 
Egg candling is a dis 
tinct and peculiar trade, th a t of sorting 
eggs into different grades. T his is done 
by holding up the egg in front of a can* 
die aud im m ediately determ ining its 
quality 
To become a good egg candler 
a m an m ast have a quick, good eye arid 
be very deft w ith bis bands, for he has 
to handle m any hundreds of eggs to 
earn a pittance, and be m ust bo careful 
not to break them. 
Most of these men 
work in the big markets. 
The egg can ­ 
dlers say th at formerly they w» ro able 
to m ake from 118 to $25 a week, ac­ 
cording to the quickness of the candler. 
T h at was when there existed a stioug 
English speaking egg candlers' union. 
bot the arrival of m any foreign candlers 
brought about a keen competition, and 
now tho east Hiders say they are not 
able to earn m ore than from $5 to $6 a 
week. Email w onder they w a n t to com ­ 
bine. 
Hut a starvation w age is not half the 
egg candler’s tale of woe. They have to 
work in dark cellars whose walls are 
painted blaek, and eveu the keyholes of 
the doors are stuffed up 
A c andle is 
placed in an aperture in a partition and 
egg after egg has to be held up before 
the caudlo. 
The candier m ust tell at a 
glance w hether the egg is fancy, choice, 
good, fair, ordinary or poor, and each 
qnality goes into a separate basket. 
Of 
course, when the eggs go to the stores 
the poor eggs are not m arked “ poor, “ 
but sim ply “ eggs,” and m any of these 
go to some of the large, cheap dairies 
down towu, w here they fry them for 
customers. 
Well, down in those holes 
the men have to w ork 12 to 16 and I? 
hours a day, in a stifling and generally 
ill sm elling atmosphere. 
The only air 
th at the candler breathes comes through 
the chinks under the doors, and when 
a few overripe eggs break the place be­ 
comes unbearable. 
Even health board 
officers hate to visit these holes.— New 
York Cor. P ittsb u rg Dispatch.

On the day that the suprem e court 
banded down its decision in the Trans- 
misHouri case one of tile counsel who 
prepared the joint traffic agreem ent 
said, “ Unless the court reverses itself 
th at breaks the traffic agreem ent.” 
Iu 
this opinion he wan not sustained by 
other of the counsel who preparer! the 
agreement, although the value of his 
opinion was regarded as very great, 
since be had perhaps done the larger 
part of the work which the establish­ 
ment of the association involved, at least 
so far as its agreem ent or the basis of 
its existence is concerned. 
M r 
Depew, w hile 
adm itting the 
gravity of the situation, nevertheless 
was inclined to think that the supreme 
court would declare th at an association 
which was formed Dot to make rates so 
much as to equalize them, and one, 
moreover, which did not of itself form al­ 
ly declare the rates, but only recom­ 
mended the adoption of them by each of 
the members of the trunk lines compos­ 
ing the association— the supreme court 
would declare that such an association 
was not m aintained in violation of the 
federal laws. 
Other railw ay managers were per­ 
suaded that the supreme court, perceiv­ 
ing the dem oializing cffoctof its 'I rans- 
missouri decision and that the disrup­ 
tion of the Joint Traffic association 
would necessarily result in ruinous com­ 
petition, would find a way to recognize 
the legality of tho joint traffic agree­ 
ment. 
Bot the veteran counsel who 
drew the greater part of the agreement 
shook his head. 
The supreme court, he 
m aintained, could not decide in favor of 
the Joint Traffic association’s agree­ 
ment w ithout reversing itself, but as 
three members of the supreme court 
bench dissented from that opinion there 
seemed to be some reason for hoping 
that the earlier opinion would be re­ 
versed or th at there m ight be an equal­ 
ly divided court. 
The best informed of railw ay m ana­ 
gers in New York speak w ith m uch ap­ 
prehension of the effect of this agree­ 
ment, and it is something of a commen­ 
tary on the extent to which rivalries 
have gone and the danger which intense 
competition may bring to properties af­ 
fected by it that not one of the railway 
men with whom it was possible to talk 
the other m orning expressed any other 
opinion than that this decision leaves 
the railways open to one of two alter­ 
natives. They m ust either persuade con­ 
gress to change the law so th at they 
may do legally w hat they are now for­ 
bidden by the law from doing, or else 
they must sooner or later lapse into that 
bitter 
warfare, wasteful, costly aud 
painful to stockholders in which they 
engaged before these various agreements 
were made. 
One of the astutest of these men is in ­ 
clined to the opiuion th at the supreme 
court m ust have known that the rigid 
enforcement of the law which their 
opinion sustained will, while it perm its 
—in fact, makes 
inevitable— intense 
competition, it nevertheless w ill in an­ 
other way fortify those who are endeav­ 
oring to create monopolies. 
For in­ 
stance, one of the ablest of managers 
said that it would enable a larger ship­ 
per from Chicago to the east to secure 
favored rates whereby he would be able 
to command the m arket for his product. 
It would make it possible for those who 
have large capital and who ship great 
quantities of goods to repeat the meth 
ods by w hich the Standard Oil company 
tirst gained the supreme control of the 
oil refining and distributing business. 
In the interest of railw ay competition 
a law, it is said. has beeu passed which 
inevitably makes the railw ays the chief 
factors iu building up individual or 
corporale monopolies. 
All this was ex­ 
plained at the time of the Transm is 
sour! decision, and it was then felt by 
railw ay men that the sole hope for an 
equal distribution of profitable business 
luy in the recognition by the supreme 
court of the validity of the Joint Traffic 
association’s agreement. Unfortunately 
for the view taken by the railway m an­ 
agers, they have themselves been violat­ 
ing the agreem ent which they made up­ 
on honor aud boud. 
A veteran railway 
m anager said recently that the supreme 
court was not to be condemned for de­ 
claring invalid an agreement which the 
railw ays themselves have been.in secret 
violating ever since it was made. They 
have out rates; they have diverted traf­ 
fic from its natural course; they have 
give*! special opportunities to favorite 
shippers; they have iu secret done the 
very thing which the supreme court de­ 
cision asserts should be dogs* for they 
have been compel mg with one another, 
obiefiy for business from Chicago aud 
the lakes to Bostou. New York. P hila­ 
delphia and Baltimore. 
Perhaps some of those who are m em ­ 
bers ut the Jo in t Traffic association will 
not grieve in sincerity as much as they 
profess to grieve in public over tins de­ 
cision. The association has been a most 
expensive incident ill the management 
of the trunk lines. 
It has cost nearly 
1400,(MKI a year to m aintain this associ­ 
ation The railroads are taxed tor a lit­ 
tle over $1,000 a day to keep the associ­ 
ation in axinuaiuj, aud notw ithstanding 


this expense it bag failed in part in thi 
purpose which it was organized t< 
achieve.
